He goes further, and, in one comprchcnive
sentence, asserts that the principles ot Amcii-
can liberty are still the inheritance of this people,and ever should be.
When a great suldier, wi'li unrestricted pow

er in his hands to oppress his fellow no n, voluntarilyloregoes the chance of gratifying his
se'fi.-h ambition and devotes himself to the duty
of building up the liberties and strengthening
the laws of his country,lie i resents an csamp e

of the highest public virtue that human nature
is capable of practising. The strongest claim
of Washington to be " lirst in war, tint in
peace, and first in the heart'of his countrymen"is founded on the great fact,that in all his
illustrious career he scrupulously abstained
from violating the legal and constitutional
rights ol his fel ow citizens. When he surrenderedhis commission to Congre-s, the Presidentof that body spoke his highest praise in
saying, that he had ' always regarded the rights
ol' the civil authorities through all dangers and
disasters." Whenever power above the law
courted his acceptance, lie calyily put the temptationaside. By such magnanimous acts of
forbearance he won the universal admiration of
mankind, and left a name which has 110 riyal in
the history ol the world.

I am lar from saying that Gen. Hancock is
the. only officer of the American army who is
influenced by the example of Washington .
Doubtless, thousands of them are faithfully devotedto the principles for which the men ol
the Revolution laid down their livej. But the
distinguished honor belongs to him of being
the first officer in high command, south ol the
Potomac, since the close of the civil war. who
has given)utterance to these noble scn'imenis
in the form of a military order.
